Lansing-—Divisien of territory in

Senator Sherman Says Ford Hag Not

Washington—Senator Sherman, Re.

nection with the River Rouge project 
at Detroit, which the government auth- 
orized in 1917, and to provide. stop- 
ping of work pending investigation.

iCourt Overrules Motion tp Quash 


Affidavits on First Count. 


Grand Rapids.—Judge C. W. Ses- 
isions overruled every point in the de- 
murrers filed by the defense in the 
Newberry election fraud cases.

Jederal court, chiefly becaust the 
demurrer struck directly at the auth- 
jority of congress to regulate the nom- 
iination and election of its members 
‘and aimed. to make an exception of 
election frauds in the application of 
the so-called mail fraud section of the 
United States criminal code. 

i Congress has the right and the 
! power to regulate not only the elec- 
jtion, but the nomination of its mem- 
‘bers, the court holds. The corrupt 
i practice act, limited in this case to 
ithe general election activities, also is! 
held to be valid, and the court finds ! 
that any fraud, 
ject matter, whether in an electicn or 
in any other activity, which alms to 
use the U. 8. mails -for its further- 
ance, comes clearly within the mean- 
ing of Sections 37 and 215 of the crim- 
inal code, which is the mail fraad act. 


ANTI-SEDITION BILL IS PASSED 


Congress Starts Legislation to Com- 
bat Influence fo “Red” Propoganda. 


Washington—An anti-sedition bill 
prescribing severe penalties for acts 
or propaganda advocating overthrow 
of the government by force or violence 
was passed by the senate without a 
record vote. 

It is provided in the bill that change 
of the form of government by peace- 
wble means may be lawfully proposed 
in propaganda literature, but that to 
propose such change by violence shall 
be deemed sedition and be punishable 
us such. 

Maximum penalties fixed in the bill 
are a fine of $5,000 and five years’ im- 
prisonment, applying to all acts or cir- 
-culdtion of literature in furtherance of 
forcible overthrow of the government. 
The bill also bars from the mails any 
matter advocating force or sabotage. 


Millions Died. 


New York.—Thirty million men, wo- 
men and children have died in Rugzia 
from violence, famine and disease dur- 
jng the last three years, according to 
a statement made by Princess Canta- 
cugene-Speransky, grarddaughter of 
Ulysses 8.

London,—A report is in circulation 
that a call for an army of 1,000,000 
men would be issued shortly.

STEEL STRIKERS GIVE UP 


Officials Announce Their Effbrts Failed 
to Get Results Desired, 


Pittsburgh.—The strike in the steel 
mills and furnaces, called September 
2 and which at its inception Involved 
367,000 men, was ofiicially called off 
here ‘by the national committee after 
an all day meeting. 

Announcement that the national 
committee hada decided to proceed no 
further was contained in a telegram 
to tbe headquarters of the American 
Federation of Labor in Washington, 
to the heads of all international un- 
ions interested and to the organizers 
and field men in all strike districts. 

“The steel corporation,” the tele- 
gram asid. “with the active asslg- 
tance of the press, the courts, the 
federal troops, state police and many 
public officials, have denied steel work- 
ers their rights of free speech, free as- 
semblage and the right to organize, 
and, by this arbitrary and ruthless 
misuse of power, have brought about 
a condition which has compelled the 
national couimittee for organizing iron 
and steel workers to vote today that 
the active strike phase of the steel 
campaign is now a an end.”

CRAWFORD AVALANCHE 
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DOES IT PAY TO GO TO SCHOOL? 


“’ The school problem of. an industrial 
town ‘is.to. Keep thé boys of high 
school age from entering the factories 
‘and mills to earn money. The money 
ard high cost of living situation 


makes this problem especially ‘acute 
just now. 

The money .earning power of a 
high school and college education has 
been computed as follows: The aver- 
age amount of money earned by the 
college graduate is $1,000 a year, and 
that of the grammar grade graduate 
and less is $600 a year. The average 
earning period is ‘about 40 years. 
Multiplying the difference between 
$1,000 and $600 or $400 by 40 gives 
$16,000 as the excess earned by the 
educated man over that earned by the 
grammar school graduate. There are 
8 years of 180 days each or 1,440 days 
in the period during which this ed- 
ucation is secured. $16,000 divided by 
1,440 gives a quotient of $11.10. 

These figures are secured from 
many thousands of unselected persons 
from each group. Many such inves- 
tigations have been made in recent 
years but the quotient is always ap- 
proximately $10.00, These figures ap- 
ply'to pre-war conditions but present 
figures would give enuelly, significant 
conélusions. 

The conclusion plainly i is that a per-. 
son earns $10.00 each day that he at- 
tends school above the eighth grade. 
It is true that some college graduates 
earn much less than some persons 
with only an eighth grade education. 
but in both cases they are the great 
exception and not the rule. 

Next week I will try to give a far 
better reason for attending school.
